Dr. A. C. L. Brown, professor of 


English at Northwestern university, 
will devote the *tx months from'Feb- 
ruary to September, 192T, to collecting ! 
evidence In support of his discoveries I 
on the origin of the Grail/ and to writ- | 
ing out his results. 


"The legend of the Holy Grail i* I 


one of the most Interesting themes In 
literature." explained Doctor Brown. ; 
"It appeared suddenly.-In France In 
the Twelfth century, took the world 
of letters by storm, nnd has continued 
to grow and prosper In all European 
countries. The legend Is best known 
In Tennyson's 'Idylls of the King' and 
in Wagner'* great opera. 'Parsifal,' 
although many English, poets, like 
Hawker nnd William Morris, have 
written about it. American poet*, have 
not escaped Its'charm. One thinks of 
Lowell, Richard Hovey, and our con- 
temporary, Edwin Arlington Robinson. 
The vitality of the legend Is astonish- 
ing. At this" moment In most civilized 
countries, there are probably poets, 
busy re-writing It 


"The growth of this legend since It* 


spectacular disclosure to the world 
has been studied In many book*. Es- 
pecially In French and Gorman uni- 
versities has attention been given to 
It. Tke history of the legend from It* 
first appearance In literature Is well 
knoVn. But the question where the 
legend comes from, previous to Its ap- 
pearance in France 800 years ago, al- 
though .often asked, ha* never been 
answered. It Is this question of the 
remote' origin of the Grail story with 
.which I shall be occupied. It I* one 
of the great unsolved problem*' In lit- 
erature. 
Its volution would throw 


light on the growth of European litera- 
ture and supply new fact* for psychol- 
ogists and student* of the historical 
development, of human thought. 


"Most writers of the Grail have been 


chiefly familiar with recent vemton* 
of the story, like those told by Wagner 
and Tennyson. In all tbeae version*. ! 
the Grail is undeniably a Chrtadan j 
legend. Most books, therefore, convey, 
the Idea that the Oral! story wa* from : 
the beginning fashioned by the church. 
On the other hand, an old tradition 
tell* us that the Grail wa* originally a 
heathen story end catne from Celtic 
lands. 
It 4* my opinion that this j 


tradition I* correct and that the hid- j 
den sources of the Grail will be found j 
In Ireland. 


-It le not generally known tnat n 


thousand year* ago the lit*** were the 
belt story teller* In tin world and that 
they po**i»nd a llteratnre which wa* 
superior to YoglUb, *«d even Tied with 
that of France. The Irt*h had a lan- 
guage ef their own, rick In tynonyni* 
and pec«U*Hy adapted te poetry. 5er 
do people realtee that hi ib« ancient 
libraries of tHMMln an many books 
written In the old Irish nnd Gaelic Ian 
gnage that ha»e never bew trwulated. 
In thtee neglected booh* may lie hid 
den the secret ef the Grail.

Minnesota poultry record flocks in 19 
counties. Cora E, Cooke, poultry spe-

find* that one location Is about as good 
as another In Minnesota for keeping 
poultry; that >there is no one most 
'profitable breed;.that improved feed- 
ing more than pays for itself In in- 
creased returns; that good housing Is 
essential tp good returns, aud that 
Minnesota farm flocks an an asset t* 
the farm business. 
' Also the records seem to show that 
Increased annual net returns can be 
expected from a high egg production, 
a low feed cost, and the selling of poul- 
try and eggs to advantage, especially 
for breeding purposes. 


Six breeds are represented In the 31 


flocks. The average number of eggs 
laid per ben was 128 and the arerage 
feed cost per Ken /or the year was 
W.95. 
The average net return per 


bird was f 2.53. In the ten flocks hav- 
ing the highest production, the actual 
feed cost was $2.04 per hen as com- 
pared with a cost of $1.86 -In the ten 
lowest producing flocks.

Peering and Management 
The rooster should have special 


feeding and management so as to keep 
np his vigor, vitality, constitution 
and activity, »ays H. A. Blttenhender, 
head of the poultry husbandry de- 
partment at Iowa State college. 


"Care must be taken in the selec- 


tion of roosters, but even after the 
proper males have been put into tbe 
flock, It is entirely possible to nln 
the chances of getting a large num- 
ber of fertile eggs," says Mr. Bttten- 
bender. "First, have the right pro- 
portion of females in the flock. Gen- 
erally we can use the following guide: 
For Mediterranean breeds, In the early 
'part of the season, one male to 14 
females, and as the season advances 
Increase to 25; for American breeds, 
one male to ten females early in the 
season and one to 15 later; for 
Astatic aud English breeds. In most 
canes it has been found best to use A 
lesser number of females than of the j 
American breeds." 


One good method of managing the 


rooster is to keep the bens that are 
aot laying In n pen by themselves, 
and as they come Into laying, put 
them Into the breeding peiw. In tbl*
